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In the Allowable Subject Matter section on page 2 of the Notice of Allowability, the 

Examiner states, in part: 

As per claims 1-12 and 14-38, the prior art of record fails to teach 
or adequately suggest a medical imaging system comprising plural 
medical image input devices, wherein each device has historical 
data regarding image quality stored therein, wherein a control 
device stores all of the historical data from all of the devices, 
wherein the control device allows for the control of the historical 
data, in other words, the control device allows controls each device 
so that data regarding the image quality of each device may be 
controlled, in combination with the other claimed features and or 
limitations as claimed. 

Also, in the Reasons for Allowance section of the Notice of Allowability, the Examiner 
states, in part:

With respect to at least claims 1, 3, 14-15 and 18, the Examiner of 
record, after further consideration, agrees with the Applicant's 
assertion that Jenkins in view of Hoebel in fact does not teach a 
plurality of medical image input devices holding respective
